"prisoners of conscience" (political prisoners, though General Uidela denies 
they are) are again expecting that the military men in our Country accept the 
petitions to free at least those being only "at the disposal of the E.P.". 


One day, Mrs. Derian, the History will tell what happened in 
my Country, and how was it possible that it fell down under a hard dictatorship, 
under such a kind of men without human feelings.
